Heilth," passed 23d Feb., 18(11), wo find 
that hia woraliip has auiplu power. That 
ordinance is still in force. It cniistitutea 
tho corporationa of Victoria and Noiv 
Westminster local boards of lioaltli 
within their rospectivu limits and jurisdic- 
tions, and confers upon them authority 
for the summary abatement of any 
nuisance or injury to the public health 
likely to ariiie therefrom, and all matters 
relating to qiiarantine, as well as Her 
Majesty's .ships of war and other and all 
veaaola and boats entering any port, river 
or harbor." This ordinaiico has boon 
overlooked and forgotten for many yoara; 
but it is nevortheloBti in force, and if there 
are to be aerioua cases yf illuesa it would be 
well that the corporation should know 
what their powers are.

otherwise they would be getting a liii^li 
price for them nt §10 per acre. lie <bd 
not tiiko the imaginary viuw of the 
provincial secretary abtiut tho onhuiice 
meiit in value of llu^ land, but lhoil(;ht it 
Would not tho province ovor §000,000, 
placing the value at i^\0 per acre. Tho 
provincial secretary reminded him uf Col. 
KellerH in the play of tho "(Jildod Ago" 
who always saw "niilliniia in it," no mat 
tor what the project might be,. However, 
ho tlinii^'lit a groat and la.sling beiiotit 
would iiccruo to tlie pr ivinco by the ox 
ten/iion of thu mad. .-V rguiiienta 
agaiiiiit Bolt Moody being tho terminus 
wore thu daiigorous tides and the forma- 
tion of ico for a cortain seiuiou in the 
year. And ho thought also that the rail- 
way should be extondod as far as l')ii(;lish 
Bay for the neiHon that at tiiiios veaHchi 
could not be lowed into Burrard Inlet. 
If tho resolution did not paaa thu only 
sum that would probably accrue from llio 
0,000 auroa to the province vvuuld be 
about §15,000. He did not believe as 
others that Fort Moody proiHirty owners 
woiihl bo altoeethor loft out in llio culd.

He ol)j,.cto(l to 
cl.LUsi! 1-, wliich provided >^o7,oOO in ciuh 
to assist iho city of New SVe.d.uiiii.aor to 
obtain connection with the railway, for 
ho thought that such a grant should tie in 
laiiil valued at an eijuivalont to that sum, 
and that a separate bill bo brou^rht in f .r 
Its provision. Taking Into coiiHidorat ioii 
tho largo ainoniils recoivod by Now 
Wostniinater district out of tho public 
funds, he could not but think that they 
wore asking too much iu thi:'. If he 
could read sec, 58 of tho Land .-Vot aright, 
by it be could see that thn governuiont 
Iiad power to transfer the land wiihout 
consulting tho govoriimnnt, though they 
might havu afterwards passed a vuto »f 
coiisiiro on thoin for doing so. Ho be- 
lieved the agreemekt li.id boon brought 
bofiue them in a bungling way. With 
roforenco to tho Chineao rostriclion 
clause he tliiuight it woul.l bo unwise to 
allow tliB railway one year inoru on that 
account. Ho Would hu inclined to giro 
thoni more land to got thp Railway built 
(juicker. l[o did not believe in binding 
c-oiiiracts down to tho labor thoy mIuhiUI 
use as hu well know ho'.v hard it wa.s to 
procure white labor for o\teiisive works. 

Mr. Wilson said he had no dmibt he 
would be considered tho most iintractablo 
nimi in the house after ho had iiiado tho 
riuiiarks which ho intended. Ho objoctod 
to tho reaululioii, and now objected to the 



nmondmonta, which ho considered had. 
Tho houorablo inenibor from Esquimau 
(.Mr. Pooloy) had accuaad him of using 
slang in using tho word "pluck" instead 
of coui'aee, and also the junior niunibor 
for E-squiiualt of using tho word "aand" 
instead ot courage. Ho was sorry for 
deiiiL; so, but the samo gentleman who 
h:ul takuii him to task had, in hia spuoch, 
.stated that ho was "astraddlo tho fence," 
which was very bad slang indeed. Ho 
thought, with tho exception of the honor- 
able membor fur Naiiaimo, that ho (Afr. 
U'ilsou) hied probably the •.vorat teiu|)er 
ill the hmise (laughtiu-), but hu only 
wished l:i slate hiii oxacl position in this 
matter. Ho never c(uild consent that the 
Domiuiuu government had any control 
ovor tliu lands of tlu^ provinces. He 
could not In liovo and could not tind where 
tho n..iuiui()n L'ovornuKMit had any control 
over proviiioi il lands, outside tho railway 
belt, and he did not think any honorable 
gioit Ionian would dare t;o to his coiistitu- 
enls with such a ladief. [Hoar, hoar.] The 
position ho assumed was lhat the resolution 
.asking tho UUiltialilied approvid of tho 
hiMise to an agreement the house had no 
luiiid in frainiiig should nevor have boon put 
upon Iho jmper. The govornment shouhl 
have taken the reaponsibility of netiii;,' and 
waited for the house to oSpross disapproral. 
Ho tiiight have agreed to the principle of 
the pr(i|iosed agreement, but wisheil to 
havi. Ihe details discussed in i^omniittou. 
Ho was coiupcUed to vote against tho 
aniendiiietit olVcred iiy his colleague, Mr.

iMr. Seinlim aaid if he iiiidorstood the 
hoieiriblo niombiu- from Cariboo aright, 
lie !, .li said that if the coiiiuiittoi! had 
liei'ii .ipjioinled 1'. iiii|uirc into legal claims 
then iliere Was uo lU'CoKsity for its ap- 
poii.iii;, lit. The claims wiue moral ones, 
and lie (h..il.dil they should be respected. 
■| hey were relieving tho Douiinion govoi ii- 
luent of thu incessity id' building terminal 
work I :if Port Moody atid aaKUiiiiiiu' tho 
cesl 1 le.iin(!lvi.ri by giviiiL; Ihe land to Iho 
I'aiUv.iv at i.'cd llarhor, and this after 
alr.',uiy ■.■uiu;; 1 .') ,000,000 acres of land 
f .r lis o.iii.il ru.'l t. Ill l lircugli liritish Col- 
umbia. He th.'Ugllt i'ort Moody was a 
point that cottUl easily handle all the trade 
lhat wiuild Collie there for many years. 
W hat be wished was to secure the claims 
,,f tho'ii? setlleiii had si^ttled on the 

laud, null he belii'ved that they had every 
right to such laud. 

Mr. Thoo. Davie hail no heailatlon in 
e uiiiii^; to a couclu.iion in this inattor. If ho 
til i^ht the goveniniollt wore not acting in 
tile iiilerests of the coiiutry ho would an 
re.idily vole against I bom as liorotoforo lie 
had done in their favor. Il was generaiiy 
conceded that ultimately tho lino would 
bo brought to Coal Harbor. If tho pro- 
vince caused ila e.tteiisioii, they made 
llii.ir own leriiis and parted only with that 
|. irliooef the binds, alwoiL loie third In 
tlii., (Aiie, which Ihey uoulit make a bar- 
g-iin f,>r. i( this ijoveninieut did not 
lake action in tho mailer tho Dominion 
l^.iveriimeiil wmild, and (hen, uiiiler sec- 
lion 2 of liio settluinent hill, would bo en- 
titled lo elaiiii every aero of bind west of 
I'ort iMoody. Kroin ihis point of view, 
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bieait. It had biuui siig;,'osted thai tho 
Dominion government could take the 
whije of the laud after ns wolt as before 
the prop, aed arrangement was made, but 
Ihosectiiiii referred to in t Ik- sidtleuuuil 
act slewed that they culd only take llio 
land if tbey caused tiie 0(.nsi riieli..ii or 
tlii^ e.xlenaioli.

Mr. Ilelgescn spoke al length against 
the agreomenl , and said thai ho opposed 
the resolution on ]iriuciplo and therefore 
Would have, lo vole :ioaiii,«l it. 

Mr. I 'uiiuiiiL',hain said he had listened 
iiiteully to ill'.' aroiimeiitH of lionoi-tible 
uriitlenieii about the great value of the 
lands at Coat Harbor. Ho had been 
elected last .suiiimer tu support tho present 
g.ivernineiii , ami had noyer been asked lo 
change that [lositlon . Uo was to day in 
an iniiepondeiit posilioii, for ho was not 
bound 111 I'illior the governineiit or his 
eloctors; and thinking llint the agreement 
proposed was a good one, he would sup- 
port it. It was a good business tranaac- 
tion and would allow the inarkotiiig of 
hilhorio valueless land at i;ood prices. 
Mr. Van llnriio bad lolil the deputation, 
of whicli ho was a member, lliat tho ro- 
ijiiiroiiKUits i.f Iho railway would hu such 
that its iixtoiiaioii would lie a necessity' to 
Goal lliu-lior. lit) thought the provision 
for a railway from New VVostininatHr to 
connect with the C. I', li. was a just one. 
He would heartily support, tho motion, 

Mr. Dingwall said of all the motiona 
l<riiUL!lii hefero the house thia was one 
that ho did nol, like to vote for, but he 
would ii 't vote against the governmont, 
and Ihuruforo ho was coinpollod to cast 
his Vote ill favor of it. 

Mr, I'.etiveii (silting by pormiasion) said 
that, ho Would say a few words on tliu 
luatter, Tho loader of tho governiiieiit 
bad askitd them to approve tho agroeinent, 
and an aiueiiduioiit was also before them 
to ask the Dominion govoriunont to re- 
liiiiiiiisli ihoir claim. When ho had lirat 
saw (heboid resolution ho had thought 
that it Wcis a strange one for tho goverii- 
nieiit to tusk this houao to ratify. Ho 
might speak at sumo length, if liia 
Btrongth permitted him, in roforonco to a 
niinistor, without tho consoirt of his col- 
Icaguo or llio lioulonant governor, making 
any agroenient. Uo had been iiskod his 
authority and had taken refuge in a cer- 
tain provision in tho land act, but that 
only allowed the liouteinint governor to 
do Bii. The honorable loader had stated 
that' he iiitonded to introduco a clausu to 
exclude Chinese. This did not go far 
enough, but should also exclude thuiii 
from being emi.loyijd in tho inaintniiaiice 
of the work. Tho putting on a Hue of 
stotiiiiors liotwi'on hero and China would 
bring Cliiiioso instead of tea. Therefore 
soino provision should be taken to ox- 
oludo I horn. It had boon pointed out 
that a 8(|uattor had no legal right, flis 
strength would not permit him to address 
the hou,se al loiiolli, hut he would only 
say that it was straining (he allegiaiico of 
thoir liupporturs to ask them to voto for 
such a roaolution. ICxception had boon 
taken to tho amondmeiit to »ak tho Do- 
niiiiion govorumunt to rolinqiiish any 
claim tu those huids. Ho thought that 



thia was a moat necessary proviatun. The 
honor,-»ble lender had uonauUod Sir John 
fliacdoiiald, who was no tiovicu in tlio uso 
of words, and that gontloaian had stated 
that tho Dominion government had no 
claim other than that to lands within the 
railway belt.
